Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because: 
reference character "16" has been used to designate both the backer panel (page 5) and 

the back panel (page 6). 

reference character "32" has been used to designate both the impact absorbing layer 
(page 5, Une 12) and kick panel (page 5, line 17). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion 
of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Reference character 18 is not shown in Figure 1 (page 5, lines 20 and 21).

1 . 121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
appUcant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
"frame 17" (page 6, line 8) needs to be changed to —framework 17-. 
"bores 60" (page 6, line 33) needs to be changed to —apertures 65-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The use of the trademark Velcro (page 3, line 1 1) has been noted in this application. 
It should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Objections 

6. Claims 1-1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Regarding claim 1, "throughbores" (page 10, line 12) needs to be changed to 

-through bores—. See same deficiency in claim 9 (page 11, line 4), 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the impact-receiving layer" in line 20 of page 10. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Regarding claim 1 1, "peg's head" (page 11, line 9) needs to be changed to 
—head of the peg—. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 2 contains the trademark/trade name Velcro. Where a trademark or trade name is 
used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the claim 
does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See Ex parte 
Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or 
trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark 
or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a 
trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe hook and 
loop fasteners and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Regarding claim 2, "Velcro or equal" (line 17) is not clear. What is positively recited by 
"or equal"? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1 and 3-12 are allowed. 

10. Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 

U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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1 1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The recitations of the specific features of the device to aid a person to open a vehicle door 

in claims 1 and 9 including especially the construction of the main body comprising a back panel 
with a forwardly extending peripheral frame having a pair of spaced mount hooks each having an 
upwardly extending tips disposed on the reserve side of the back panel, the back panel having a 
pair of spaced through bores spaced down from the hooks is not taught nor is fairly suggested by 
the prior art of record. 

The recitations of the specific features of the process for attaching a foot impact- 
receiving device to a vehicle door in claim 12 including especially the construction of rotating 
the tab pegs having the distal end boss, such that the tabs extend downwardly to lock the main 
body to the vehicle door or door pocket is not taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of 
record. 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

The cited references show several other devices to aid a person to open a vehicle door 
similar to that of the current invention.
